If the line east 
of Winnipeg is not ready for trains 
they will go to Winnipeg by the Can- 
adian Northern and proceed thence 
over the G. T. P. to the end of the 
completed tracks. 


Wants Women Police, 


Minneapolis, Minn,, July 23.—That 
Minneapolis needs 100 women police- 
men is the opinion of Dr. Anna 
Shaw, president of the National 
Women’s Suffragettes, who addressed 
the students in the Chupel of the 
University of Minnesota. She gave 
it as her opinion that should the de- 
inands of the suffragists be granted 
it would not be too much to expect 
that women should do their share o 
the police and fire work. “One hun- 
dred women specialists put on the 
police force of any city would force 
an improvement in civic conditions,” 
said Dr. Shaw. “The criminal needs 
mothering. If women were on the 
police force their watchfulness, care 
and attention to people who need 
their wholesome influence, backed 
up by authority, would prove a most 
useful and , uplifting. measure,” 


Turning Out Coppers. 


Ottawa, July. 23—At.the Royal mint 
today it was stated: only copper 
coinage was being tuvied ou at pres- 

nt. In fact no silver coins have been 

ruck this year; The reason is that 
there is no demand on the part of 
the banks. The usual run of copper 
eoinage is half a ton per day, but 
last week only one and a half tons 
were turned out. The mint authori- 
ties say that if the Canadian public 
would refuse to accept the United 
States coins the necessity for more 
Canadian coinage would be at once 
felt at the mint. There is about $200,. 
000 worth of silver coinage in reserve 
for any sudden demand. From time 
tu time English sovereigns are being 
manufuctured,but no five dollar pieces 
have been struck yet. 


, Fishery Appeal Next Year, 


Ottawa, July 22—Contrary to gen- 
eral expectations, the fisheries dispute 
between Newfoundland, Canada and 
the United States will not be referred 
to the Hague conference this year, ‘but 
will probably be referred next year. 
Meantime Hon. A. B. Aylesworth and 
Mr. J. 8. Stewart, are in London 
preparing Canada’s case along with 
Sir Robt. B. Finley, the distinguished 
English lawyer. Mr. Aylesworth will 
proceed to Vienna in a few weeks, 
where. he will consult with an ear 
specialist regarding his deafness, 
which occasioned him much discom- 
fort during the last session of parlia- 
ment. He will return to Canada in 
October. 


Ottawa Suspects Arrested. 
Otiawa, July 22—Three arrests have 


been made in connection with the 
diamond robbery from MeMillan’s 
jewellery store yesterday. One of the 


men, James Mawaal, was arrested on 
the Winnipeg train just after it left 
Ottawa, but it gs not thought that 
he had anything tg do with it. Two 
other men were arrested at Renfrew 
and sent here this afternoon, Curi- 
ously all of the three seem to be mor- 
phine fiends. They will be arraigned 
before the magistrate tomorrow, 


Repairing the Svo Canal. 


Ottawa, July 22—The break in the 
6800 canal some time ago is going to 
cost $50,000 to repair, according to 
estimates received at the department 
of railways and canals. The work is 
now being pushed but wili not be 
completed for some time yet.

PREMIER RUTHERFORD 
RETURNS TO THE CITY 


Pays Tribute to Late Member for 
Strathcona — Corner Stone of 
Parliament Buildings Will Pro: 
bably Be Laid in Septembe 


Premier Rutherford came to th 
city yesterday to be’ present, along 
with the other members of the cabi- 
net, at the funeral of the Jate Dr. 
Wilbert MacIntyre, which takes 
place in Strathcona at 3.30 o'clock 
today. He will return io Banff on 
Satuiday to complete his period of 
vacation, 


“The late Dr. MacIntyre was a 
most exemplary man,” said the Pre- 
inier, in lamenting the death of 
Strathcona’s member, ‘In his pub- 
lie life 


he was sometimes the subject 
of attack in they House of Com- 
mons, but he had no __ political 


enemies, As a man he was liked by 
all who knew him, If there is vir- 
tue in restraining from the use of 
tobacco and liquor of any kind, the 
late Dr, Maclntyre possessed it to 
a high degree, as I have never known 
him to’ touch either. The doctor 
was called away in the prime of his 
imanhood and the suddenness of his 
call makes his death all the more 
lamentable. Alberta needs more 
men of the stamp of Dr. MacIntyre.” 

Asked as to any public matters 
whick will require his attention 
while in the city, the Premier stated 
that he is still enjoying his summer 
vacation and besides answering his 
correspondence has not much public 
business on his mind. 

“Will the corner stone of the Par- 
liament Buildings be laid this fall?” 
the Premier was asked, 

“When the Lieutenant Governor 
returns to the city he will formally 
invite Earl Grey and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to be present for the ocea- 
sion. It is understood that both 
the Governor General and Premier 
Laurier will accept the invitation 
and will probably be in Edmonton 
during the month of September.” 

The Premier stated that while in 
Oitawa some time ago he had made 
tentative arrangements with Com- 
missioner White for the continuance 
ef the R.N.W.M.P. for another five 
years in the province of Alberta on 
the same financial basis of $75,000 as 
before. He thought that if negotia- 
tions are in progress now they must 
be merely a formal proceedure, as 
the commissioner had etated that 
the conditions for the continuance of 
the five year term were satisfactory. 

Asked as to railway construction in 
the provinee,. the Premiet stated 
that the railroad companies were go- 
ing ahead with their branch lines as 
fust as possible, and he thought that 
excellent progress was being made.

Saskatoon, July 22—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a ‘board of concilia- 
tion has been applied for and granted 
under the Lemieux act on application 
of the general laborers’ union here tor 
the purpose of inquiring into the 
conditions in connection with civic 
contracts in this city thirty men work- 
ing on the Boulton contract on the 
Twentieth street sewer, Saskatoon 
west, went out on strike this morn- 
ing. The gang, who are mostly Gal- 
icians and Doukhobors, have appar- 
etly been dissatisfied for some time, 
and hearing some time ago that an 
increase in wages was likely to come 
because of the granting of the con- 
ciliation board they became restless 
this week at the failure of the sup- 
posed increase to materialize and not. 
withstanding the efforts of the labor 
leaders refused to continue work to- 
day, striking at 9.30. A meeting is 
being held tonight in an effort to get 
the men to return to work,

INDIAN MURDERER 
PROFESSES PATRIOTISM. 


Motive of His Crime—Thanks 
Judge For Horner of Dying For 
India. 


London, July 23.—Madar Dhingra, 
who assassinated Sir Curbon Wytlie 
and fatally wounded Dr. Lalcaca in 
the Imperial Institute on July Ist. 
was sentenced to death today. Dur- 
ing the recital of the occurrences at 
the Imperial Institute the night of 
the tragedy, the prisoner sat in the 
dock listening unconcprnedly — and 
only broke his silence by saying 
“Whatever I did was an act of 
patriotism.” At the close of the 
evidence, in reply to the question if 
he wished to question any of the 
witnesses, Maderlal said ‘iNo,"”’ he 
only wished that the statement in 
justification of his act, that he made 
in the police court on July 10, should 
be read. This was done, and the 
verdict of guilty and the sentence of 
death followed in a few seconds. As 
the Lord Chief Justice concluded pro- 
nouncing the sentence the prisoner 
drew himself up in military style 
and saluted. He said, “I thank 
you, my lord, I am_ prepared to 
have the honor of laying down my 
hw lif@for my country. Your 
rience odeath is pestectly illegal. 
You are all powerful and can do 
what you like, but remember we will 
have powe some day. That is all I 
hive to say.”

OLD FIRE RATES 
RE-ESTABLISHED 


Twenty-Five Per Cent. Reduction 
on Basis Rate For Mercantile 
Risks Discontinued. 


As was generally expected in the 
city during the past few weeks the 
recent break down of the present 
power plant has reswlied in the re- 
establishment of the old insurance 
rates in existence here several years 
ago, to take effect on July 26th, 
The change to the old rate, that is, 
the replacing of the 26 cents reduction 
on the $1 base rate, is made as the 
result of the visit of F. W. Page, 
of the Western Canada Underwriters’ 
board, a few days ago to the city. 

In view, however, of the fact that 
a new power house is being con- 
structed, and conditions will be im- 
proved py September Ist, an entire 
new rating of the city will be made 
on September lst according to .ts 
etanding at ‘that time. 

On Mr. Page's return to Winnipeg, 
a meeting of the provincial committee 
of the Western Canada Fire under- 
writer's association was held on Wed- 
nesday, and the following resolution 
was passed: 

Committee Pass Resolution. 

“The committee, having before 
them the report of Rating Officer Page 
on the conditions presently existing 
in the fire protection of Edmonton, 
resolved that intimation be sent %o 
the mayor and waterworks commis- 
sioners of that city, that the board 
of underwriters view with regret that 
earlier advices of the defects now 
existing did not reach the secretary 
of this board, 

“In view of the fact that efforts 
are being made to improve condi- 
tions, the necessity for which cannot 
be denied, the committee urges that 


these improvements be proceeded 
with, and be fully completed on or 
before the first day of September 
next, failing which the rates applic- 
vble to the City of Edmonton, will 
be immediately cancelled. Meantime 
that the reduction of twenty-five 


cents allowed off the oasis of all mer- 
cantile riske in the city, be cancelled, 
and business accepted or renewed on 
or after the 26th day of July should 
not be subject to this discount, 

“Looking to the growth of the City 
of Edmonton, and the urgent neec- 
essity for continual development of 
protection the secretary be instructed 
to make a complete survey and re- 
port on the city's protection on the 
ist of September with the object of 
rating the city according to its stand- 
ing. 

“It is further resolved that the 
secretary be instructed to have copies 
of Mr. Page’s report published and 
sent at once to head offices.”

In considering the natural new 
lands, so termed to distinguish them 
from new area that ean be used only 
by means of irrigation or dry farm- 
ing, there are three great areas, and 
probably a fourth, Western Canada, } 
as has been previously pointed out, 
comes first. All that is wanted is the 
settler.

BEWARE OP SOW THISTLE 


One of the most noxious weeds 
known to farmers, namcly, the per- 
ennial sow thistle, is making its ap- 
pearance in this province. Those 
familiar with this weed state that it 
is more difficult to eradicate than 
stink weed and that its prevalence 
in the province of Manitoba has caus- 
ed the Legislature to pass a special 
act at the last session compelling 
the destruction of this pest. 

The sow thistle grows from one to 
three feet in height, nas a leaf similar 
to the dandelion with the exception

DULUTH HARD HIT BY 
WEDNESDAY’S STORM 


TO ENGLISHMEN 


Canadian Minister of Interior's Tour 
of Inspection in Europe, 


> 


Hon. Frank Ojiver, minister of the 
interior, who is on a European tour 
studying at close quarters the condi- 
tions that secure for Canada the set- 
tlers she is receiving, stated in the 
course of an interview in London: 

“IT intend to spend about two 
months over here. I shall stay ve- 
tween three and four weeks in the 
British Isles, and afterwards go to 
those European countries from whicn 
we receive immigrants and = shail 
study the working of the various 
agencies, offices, and channels oy 
which we are brought into voutast 
with people desirous of coming to the 
Domininn. The department of the in- 
terior, of which I am minister, has 
charge of the administration of the 
publie land of the Dominion, and this 
is the land we want peopleds This, 
the public land, is confined to three 
provinces, namely, Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alverta. The public 
land in other provinces, is controlled 
by the government of the province. 
The control of the emigration efforts 
of the Dominivia government is also 
in the hands of the same department, 
though we keep the land administra- 
tion and the emigration service separ- 
ate. 

“A very large portion of this latter 
work is being carried on in Great 
Britain by means of direct agencies, 
advertisements and general publicity, 
end naturally this is the quarter in 
whieh we find most interest and sat- 
isfaction. We also have work, more 
or less similar in character, on the 
continent, and ite is with a view to 
looking over all this work and subse- 
quently to secure its enlargement and 
improvement, that I am_ here. 

Types of Men Wanted. 

“And I should like to state at once 
what manner of settlers we require for 
the great wheat growing provinces I 
have named, We want men used to 
working with their hands upon the 
land, but who use their heads as well 
as work with their hands. The big 
farmers of England do not work; they 
only direct. There i¢ not the same 
field for this type of agriculturist ‘n 
Canada as there is for the man who 
takes off his coat and sets to. There 
is such a great difference in the con 
ditions between England and Canada, 
In England the man who has capital 
can ,in almost every instance, hire 
men to work, aid to manage for him. 
In Canada you cannot hire men’ to 
manage your business for you for 
this reason—that in a country of op 
portunities. such as Canada is, the 
man who has the brains, ability, en- 
ergy. and knowledge necessary to 
manage a business successfully does 


not stop long as a manager. He 
starts a business for himself. 'n 
farm work (the work for wh'ch we 
desire immigrants) you must con- 


trol the farm yourself, 

“In the. three provinces mentioned 
the business of agriculture is newer 
than the newest businese in England. 
There are no fixed conditions; every 
incentive and-opportunity for initia- 
tive, and — ‘the land is free. And 
I should like to offer a word of warn- 
ing and. advice to all desirous of tak- 
ing up farming dr cattle breeding in 
Canada. Don’t expend your capital 
as soon as you reach the place where 
you are going to settle. Never mind 
what your knowledge may be of the 
conditions which govern British farm 
ing; you may be asured they are aif 
ferent from the conditions which pre- 
vail in the Dominion. Money spent 
hastily in Canadiam farming is gen- 
erally money spent wrongly. It ‘s 
the cause of the failures and disap 
pointment that make certain phases 
of our immigration work so tragic to 
us, who see it all. 

“No man ought to go out form Eng- 
land to establisn himself on a prairie 
farm of his own without at least % 
year’s experience of the working of 
such farms. Neglect of this has ruin 
ed many who should have been suc 
cessful. Men start at once as if the 
farm they have acquired was an Eng 
lish one, and, in many cases, by the 
time they have learned their lesson 
their money is gone, The wonderful 
success which has attended the Scot- 


provided 

buildings unti) they have had time 
to look around them and make some 
other arrangéeThents. The thing ‘or 
prospective emigrants to remember is 
that the men we went must be, as 
we say, “chockful of days’ works.” 
* We do not desire and will not have 
if we can help it, the idle or the 
shifty. 

“One reason the Ainerican emi- 

rants’ service costs us sv much (the 

nited States branch costs the same 
ae Great Britain—£50,000 a year) ‘s 
that we have 3,000 miles of frontier 
to watch. This necessitated the es- 
tablishment of about 100 exclusion 
officers, so that we can examine all 
intending settlers and turn back to 
the United States any of whom we 
do not approve. In some cases the 
States refuse to receive them back, 
on the ground that they are not 
American citizens, and they send 
them back to us for us to prove their 
citizenship. We send them back 
again, and I have known cases where 
such men have been shipped from 
side to side three or four times un- 
til this question of citizenship was 
established. 

“We want settlers who can do well 
for themselves, for the man who does 
well for himself is doing well for as. 
Their property is ours, Ten years 
ago the three prairie provinces had 
a population of less than half a mil 
lion and produced 70 million bushels 
of wheat and other cereals, Teday 
their population ie over a million, 


and their production 250 million 
bushels. 

“This has increased the value of 
our land enormously. Land ten 


years ago worth nothing at all, « 
now in many cases, worth £3 tok4 
an acre as farming land. The unh- 
earned incremen’ of a new country 
is a thing which is all to be created, 
and those wiiling to play their part 
in such work as is necessary share 
this advantage. Men go out today 
and pay £2 for 160 acres. Three 
year’ intelligent and hard work makes 
that worth at least £2 an acre, and 
the man who started with nothing 
but his own two hands and his head 
has a holding worth in market about 
£320. That is what Canada offers to 
the worker, and that is why Canada 
wants and welcomes the worker,”
